An outbreak of wild November 


weather dealt destructive blows to 
broad areas in the South and mid- 
continent yesterday. 


Tornadoes, snow, rain and wind- 


storms 
pounded many areas. 


Floods menaced some Southern 
states, forcing hundreds of per- 
sons from their homes. 


Deaths attributed to the violent 


weather numbered at least 19 and 
an over-all total of 30 since the 
weekend. Several persons were in- 
jured. Property damage, mostly 
from tornadoes and floods, mount- 
ed into the millions of dollars. 


Many Roads Blocked 


The season's 
heaviest snow- 


storm which hit the Midwest ap- 
peared tapering off today but 
strong northwesterly winds, with 
gusts up to 50 m.p.h. caused much 
drifting. Visibility was sharply re- 
duced and highway travel was 
considered hazardous in many 
areas. Snow plows in some places 
were unable to make much head- 
way because of the steady drift- 
ing. 


Snow piled up to more than a 


foot in sections of Nebraska, Kan- 
sas, Iowa, Minnesota and Wiscon- 
sin. While the heavy snow dimin- 
ished in eastern parts of South 
Dakota and Nebraska, more snow 
fell from fowa and southern Min- 
nesota into northwestern Wiscon- 
sin and Upper Michigan. Depths 
of 8 to 12 inches were general.

stormy weather since the week- 
end \ included Nebraska 6; Ala- 
bama 6, with 2 missing and pre- 
sumed dead; Minnesota 5; Illinois 
5; Kentucky 4; Mississippi-2:—

No governor, un- 
less he has had a greatly varied public 
career before He takes command at the 
statehouse, is trained in this decisive 
area of policy and administration. 
An 


experienced U. S. senator, to be sure, 
may know a good deal about policy 
making in foreign and defense fields, 
but ordinarily he will lack executive 
training. The presidency of the United 
States is an incredibly difficult assign- 
ment for an administrative novice. 


OCCASIONALLY a man 
comes 


along who combines in his background 
all the essential ingredients of experi- 
ence. But that, of course, does not au- 
tomatically make him a man of presi- 
Hontiat timber. 
Men of such broad 


training and background are altogether 
too rare today to give this country a 
reasonable choice among truly quali- 
fied prospects. We of course have no 
way of forcing 
ambitious, 
talented 


political figures to acquire the needed 
breadth of experience. 
But we can 


hope that henceforth many more will 
consciously seek it, in the sure know- 
ledge that no other way can they prop- 
erly be fitted for the nation's loftiest 
assignments.

THERE IS A rather widespread 


feeling that life should always be pleas- 
ant and comfortable. Those who hold 
this view often go to great lengths to 
soothe anxieties. The advent of the so- 
called tranquilLzer drugs was a great 
boon to such people; because these 
pills gave them an easy way to hide 
from their troubles. As the lone of 
what we have said must indicate, we 
do not all agree with those who would 
tranquilize their troubles away. Any- 
one of moderate intelligence can read- 
ily perceive that life simply is not al- 
ways pleasant and comfortable. Hid- 
ing life's problems behind a drug-in- 
duced fog is merely a way of avoiding 
issues. Our point of view was bolstered 
the other day by Dr. William N. Jep- 
son. a University of Minnesota psy- 
chialrisl. He declared that "it is far 
more valuable to be able to put up 
with anxiety than to try to eliminate 
it." That is the key to the matter. A 
philosophy to cope with anxieties, to 
place them in perspective and cut 
them down to size, is much more ef- 
fective than a tranquilizer to cover 
them up.

NOBODY knows where they 


started, these jolts from the blue 
that would cause sweet little Au- 
drey to turn over in her archives. 
Some psychiatrists figure maybe 
some of it can be laid at the rest- 
less feet of teen-agers who have 
learned lately that their best way 
lo attract attention is to shock 
the unwary populace. 


Ohler psychologists think may- 


be the American people are at 
hist sickened by the over-senti- 
mentality of this country. The U. 
S. has ever been a nation that 
loved love, puppy dogs and PoHy- 
annas.

BALTIMORE, tjfi — The State' 


Board of Natural Resources has 
informed a congressional commit- 
tee that the Federal government 
"has virtually assumed control" 
over the Maryland-owned Poto- 
mac River. 


It suggested that "jurisdictional 


Conflicts" which have let to in- 
ringement be among the study 
opics for a joint congressional 
committee. The committee, head- 
ed by Sen. Bible (D-Nev), was 
created to make a special study 
of problems in Maryland and Vir- 


inia caused by the growth of the 


District of Columbia metropolitan 
area. 


The board also had a long dis- 


cussion on whether owners of 
and bordering bodies of water in 
.he tidewater area should be al- 
owed to reclaim or make land by 
filling in the water areas. And it 
went on record as favoring a pro- 
posed Federal law which would 
create Federal-State Land Study 
Commissions in each State to keep 
:ab on the use made of land held 
by the Federal government.

The board listed: Soil erosion, 


water pollution, the 
increasing 


demand for water, the many pro- 
posals for dams, the rapid deple- 
tion of natural areas upriver from 
the District of Columbia, -and 
jurisdictional conflicts. 


"Agencies of the Federal gov- 


ernment, the State of Maryland 
and its subdivisions and public 
corporations have overlapping re-

cally the State of Maryland has 
control over its surface water 
supplies.
